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N IX O N .. . addresses NATO meet. 
NATO Allies For 
Talks With Reds 


Fro m Press Repo rts 
Washington — The NATO allies Thurs­ 
day appeared solidly in agreement on ex­ 
ploring the possibility of talks with the Soviet 
Union and its allies on the military and 
political future of Europe. But most of them 
said the idea should be a p p r o a c h e d 
cautiously. 
An ex ceptio n, at the o pening sessio n o f 
the annual spring meeting o f the No rth 
Atlantic Treaty Organizatio n co uncil, was 
Italian Fo reign Minister Pietro Nenni. He 
urged NATO to seize the initiativ e by im­ 
mediately pro po sing an all-Euro pean co n­ 
ference to be attended by members o f NATO, 
the Co mmunist Warsaw Pact co untries and 
Euro pean natio ns belo nging to neither o f 
the alliances. 


The United States, Britain, France and 
West Germany, while favoring discussions 
with the Warsaw Pact powers “ in principle,” 
believed the Western alliance should not rush 
into any “ circus-like” confrontation with the 
Communists. They wanted careful explora­ 
tion and preparation before getting into any 
formal confrontation. 
Nix o n Addresses Meeting 
The NATO foreign ministers, meeting 
just one week after the 20th anniversary 
of the signing of their paet, interrupted their 
closed council meeting briefly to hear an 
addi-ess by President Nixon commemorating 
the alliance’s successful two decades as a 
shield against possible Soviet aggression. 
Nix o n said the alliance, witho ut dro pping 
its guard, no w sho uld wo rk harder o n try ing 
to ease East-West tensio ns. 


Recalling words of President Dwdght D. 
Eisenhower that five fingers balled into a 
fist are stronger than one finger alone, Nixon 
went on to say : 
“ We need such an instrument of defense; 
the United States will bear its fair share 
in keeping NATO strong. All of us are also 
ready, as conditions change, to turn that 
fist into a hand of friendship.” 
Military Theme 
A central Nixon theme was that the 
Western alliance has had a military defense 
for 20 years and still needs a “ strong 
military dimension.” 
But as NATO heads into its third decade 
it also needs “ a mo re pro fo und po litical 
image, to shape a strategy o f peace,” plus 
a so cial dimensio n to deal with the quality 
o f life in the West, he said. 
He proposed: 
—Periodic meetings of deputy foreign 
ministers “ for a high-level review of major, 
long-range problems before the alliance.” 
—Creation of a special political planning 
group to deal with longer-range problems 
raised by the allies. 
—Formation of “ a committee on the 
challenges of modern society” which would 
“ explore ways in which the experience and 
resources of the Western nations could most 
effectively be marshalled toward improving 
the quality of life of our peoples.” 


In spelling out what he means by this 
third dimension of NATO collaboration, Nix­ 
on said for example that the United States 
has much to learn from West Germany s 
experience in care of infant children, from 
Britain’s building of new towns, from Italy’s 
poverty program, and from urban programs 
in Holland, Norway and France.

were 
evacuated, and the riverfront 
section of Sioux City. The 
odor of gas was strong over 
the area. Repairs were begun 
quickly.

embracing 58 of Minnesota’s 
counties. Such action w o u 1 d

Dry, cool weather rolled 
into the nation’s midsection 
as rivers and streams ran 
high with rain and melting 
snow.

Seventy-five families moved 
out of their dwellings in Win- 
dom in southwestern Min­ 
nesota on the west fork of the 
Des Moines River.

F ar too much emotion has been engendered by the 
flam ing letter written by State Board of Education m em ber 
John Londay of O m aha‘in regard to the firing of Education 
Com missioner Dr. Flovd Miller. The letter sounded like 
som ething out of the Stalin or H itler era and now there 
is even talk of abolishing the state board. 
The fa ct is tha t Lo nda y a nd the fo ur o ther bo a rd 
nreinbers who side with him do ha v e a po int to ma ke 
but thev eng a g e in such thea trics a nd ex a g g era tio ns a s 
to destro y themselv es befo re a ny o ne ca n g iv e them tho ug htful 
co nsidera tio n. 
For instance. Dr. M iller does not subscribe to the thinking 
of this group and this is a legitim ate sore point with the 
five 
Secondlv, the five believe in the school system s as 
they now exist in N ebraska and th at is also a legitim ate 
position.

So why are the five so terrible? To begin with, their 
overall position on education, while legitim ate, is wrong 
in the eyes of most people, inclu’ding the vast m ajority 
of professional educators.

Lo nda v ev en wa nts to run the Oma ha scho o l 
sy stem fro m his sta te‘ po st while, pa ra do x ica lly , ex po unding 
the v irtues o f lo ca l co ntro l o f educa tio n. 
The state board m ajority seemingly ignores what m any 
again agree has been a very fine job by Dr. Miller in 
iiianv other areas of education. He has greatly assisted 
the cause of education in N ebraska through hi.s support 
and promotion of advanced curriculum and teaching con­ 
cepts, his encouragem ent of special education his firm but 
fair insistence upon proper certification levels and many 
other actions. 


One so urce ha s sa id tha t Dr. MiUer ha tes priv a te educa - 
tion This is ridiculous and points out another area w'here 
emotions are far too extrem e. Dr. M iller opposed the school 
bus m easure two years ago and currently is not a friend 
of state aid to private education. 
, 
But he does not hate private education or any religiously 
oriented schools. He recognizes certain legal obstacles to 
such aid and he questions the propriety of such aid from 
the point of view of the w elfare of public education. 
H a t is where the co ntro v ersy o v er such a id belo ng s, 
no t in the a rea o f relig io n. Aid to priv a te scho o ls is no 
mo re a questio n o f relig io n tha n pa v ed streets a re a questio n 
o f subsidv fo r the a uto industry . 
Dr. M iller could well be wrong in the feelings he has 
but he is alwavs willing to discuss 
the m atter and his 
attitudes do not spring from any prejudice. If he were 
the force 
around w'hich the question of private school aid 
polarized, the subject could soon be 
settled much to the 
satisfaction of everyone concerned. 


W hat is the point of all of this? The point is th at 
if only individuals would sit down as hum an beings and 
‘freely discuss there differences, turm oil and conflict would

^^^M any of the claim s th at have surfaced in this broad 
area of education have shown the unfortunate presence of 
some of the last m entioned type of individuals.

There simply is no 
such co llusio n. The ca use o f priv a te 
educa tio n, do mina ntlv pro po unded in this a rea thro ug h the 
Ca tho lic church, is no t a co hesiv e eno ug h mo v ement to 
co ntro l its a dherents a nd, therefo re, co uld fo rm a n a llia nce 
with no o ne.

To be sure, there 
are those who favor aid to private 
education and oppose 
school district consolidation. There 
are those who, forem ost, oppose consolidation and also favor 
aid to private education. 
But there are m any in only one cam p or the other. 
No interest group as a whole can guarantee the political 
position of all its adherents in all m atters. To cite individuals 
who favor aid to private schools and oppose consolidation 
as proof of a sub ros Alliance is to deal in sm ear tactics. 


Then, there are the consolidation opponents who m ake 
all kinds of wild claim s and totally distort the historic 
relationships that exist between the public and private sector 
of our society. 
So me such o ppo nents ha v e ev en g o ne so fa r a s to sa y 
tha t three-to -fiv e-v ea r-o ld y o ung sters wo uld be ta ken fro m 
their mo thers’ a rms a nd pla ced under the jurisdictio n o f 
the sta te. Others ha v e ta lked o f bus rides fo r children 
tha t wo uld run a s hig h a s fiv e ho urs a da y . 
And there is the classic argum ent that consolidation 
runs afoul of the rights of parents and local groups to 
determ ine the standards of education for their children - 
that the state has no place in the affairs of local education.

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If Not Job Corps, What? 


The report of the intention to close 
over half of the existing Job Corps training 
centers seem s to reflect an attitude on 
the p art of the Nixon adm inistration that 
the anti-poverty program is generally a 
low priority item and m ore specifically, 
th at the adm inistration is unwilling to spend 
needed m oney to train thousands of young 
poverty victim s who had at least a chance 
and will now have alm ost nothing to fall 
back on. 
In order to end what the new a d­ 
m inistration 
considers 
“ inefficiency 
and 
deficiency” in the Job Corps program , the 
Labor D epartm ent will close 57 of the 109 
centers now operating — 40% of the urban 
centers and 60% of the conservation cam ps. 
This is p a rt of a planned $100 million cut 
in the anti-poverty program budget. 
While this action will be applauded by 
a m ultitude of critics who have long viewed 
the Job Corps with suspicion because of 
w hat they see as an unjustifiably high per 
trainee cost of adm inistering the program , 
others m ore attuned to the needs of the 


poor can agree with Sen. Gaylord Nelson 
of 
Wisconsin 
th at the 
closings 
“ would 
sim ply add to the disillusionm ent within 
the poverty areas of A m erica.” 
Or, m ore sim ply, in the words of anti­ 
poverty program defender Rep. Carl D. 
P erkins, 
D-Ky., 
“ We 
are 
t h r o w i n g 
thousands of boys and girls to the dogs.” 
Something has to be done to m ake pro­ 
ductive citizens out of the young who have 
failed to m ake the grade in school or who 
have been ti'apped in their im poverished 
environm ent. Is the Job Corps inefficient 
and should it be cut in half because the 
ratio 
of 
successful 
graduates 
to 
total 
enrollm ent does not approach one to one? 
C ertainly not, just as a school system 
should not be shut down because sonie 
students becom e dropouts and some will 
not learn. 
The real bankruptcy of the present 
Nixon adm inistration stance is, however, 
th a t it has chosen to cut back on the Job 
Corps because of “ inefficiency and defi­ 
ciency,” but has failed to offer any new 
alternatives. 


Urban Affairs Progress 


Several 
m easures 
b e f o r e 
the 
L egislature’s U rban Affairs Com m ittee this 
week dem onstrate the growing struggle for 
progress in the state. One m easure would 
allow for a three-m ill tax levy on a coun- 
tywide basis for flood control purposes, in­ 
cluding initial construction investm ents. 
A second m easure would allow cities 
between the 
m etropolitan 
and 
prim ary 
class to establish im provem ent districts 
for the purpose of providing parking and 
other advances within downtown areas. 
The first m easure calls for an additional 
tax burden while the second increases the 
authority 
of 
governm ent. 
Thus, 
t h e 
m easures have considerations built into 
them that would generate some opposi­ 
tion. 
But it such program s as these are not 
advanced, w hat are the alternatives? If 
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refuse to pay for flood control, then 
shall not have it and our natural 
resources will continue to be wasted. Addi­ 
tionally, we will suffer the hum an and pro­ 
perty losses that are an annual product 
of floods. 
Much the sam e idea applies to cities. 
If they cannot through their governm ents 
organize for the sake of rejuvenation and 
public service, then they can expect to 
do nothing but deteriorate. It would seem 
that a lim ited expansion of the use and 
authority 
of 
governm ent 
would 
b e 
preferable to further physical decay of our 
cities and towns. 
These bills 
m ay 
not 
represent the 
ultim ate 
answ er 
to 
the problem s 
they 
recognize but they are evidence of the fact 
th at we face certain e n v i r o n m e n t a l 
challenges that cannot be ignored.

work in brokerage firms. 
The prosperity of brokers 
has 
enormously 
exceeded 
their foresight. 
Under 
Stock 
Exchange 
minimum commission rules, 
the brokers in effect set up 
private toll booths on key 
points 
on 
the 
speculative 
highway. 
The reader is justified in his 
feeling that the rules have 
been unilateral. The customer 
is expected to pay up without 
quibbling on the settlement 
day five business days after 
the 
transaction 
has 
been 
completed. But because of 
inadequate 
machinery 
for 
clearing securities and get­ 
ting 
d e l i v e r i e s 
from 
overworked selling brokers, 
the customers who pay on the 
due date have been expected 
to cool their heels and whistle 
Dixie while they sometimes 
wait interminably 
for the 
shares 
purchased 
and for 
registry of the stock in their 
names. 
It is not only the brokers 
who are tardy but also the 
banks and trust companies 
which collect fees for serving 
as 
transfer 
agents 
and 
registrars. With the volume of 
business way beyond historic 
precedents, the banks sub­ 
jected many to interminable 
delays. 
The finance Industry has 
not been as progressive and 
scientific as the commercial 
and industrial companies, the 
shares of which the former 
presume to analyze and ap­ 
praise. In the automobile in­ 
dustry, where research and 
development flourish, the lead 
time between designing of 
new motor car models and 
actual production is around 
three years. In the electric 
utility industry, executives, 
looking five years ahead, an­ 
ticipate future demands with 
inbcstment 
in 
better 
and 
larger facilities. 
Meanwhile, 
brokers 
and 
their opposite 
numbers 
in 
banks put the emphasis on 
sales contacts and propagan­ 
da and soft pedal creative 
research. Some, of course, did 
better than others in getting 
ready for a prolonged boom, 
but, just as it takes two to 
tango, the efficient broker is 
handicapped by 
failure 
to 
make 
prompt 
delivery 
by 
selling brokers with whom 
they may have dealt. 
Delivery of stock in street 
names is perfectly good and 
can be more readily resold. 
(Street names are the firm 
names of brokers.) Stock Ex- 
change'- try to police their 
members, 
and 
New 
York 
Stock Exchange firms have 
undertaken 
informally 
to 
guarantee the solvency of one 
another. But customers are 
entitled to get what they pay 
for on the due date, and it is 
suggested that they demand 
their pound of flesh. 
Judges 
and 
juries, 
with 
their anti-broker bias, 
are 
unlikely to take kindly to the 
excuse that defaults are due 
to 
inefficiency.
